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|tt~We cannot make much out cf the ad 1 - 
tic-nal accounts of the movements and doings 
of tbe rebel forces in Maryland. Tbe invades 
mi m to be spread quite extensively over tbat 
State, acd of couise they are still upon tee 
same wild career of plunder and destruction 
which they have been night and day pursuing. 
If it is really true, as claimed to be authorized 
from aa unusually "reliable source,” that 
they are 45C00 strong, that Longstraet is 
about reinforcing them with his veterans, and 
tbat they are menacing Washington, the case, 
closely looktd in the fsce, certainly serms to 
wear a critical aep-ct. But we have all learn- 
ed by this time bow wild and mad the tele- 
graph runs every day. We gain that Wash- 
ington City, President, Cabinet, and all, are 
for the present safe against anything more 
serious than nervous fever. 

If it is true that Major-General Franklin 
bss been captured on a railroad train by the 
rebels, we chail rrgrat the event as a national 
disaster. Franklin is oneof our best Gener- 
als both for planning and for fighting. He is 
exactly such an tfficcr aa we need in Mary- 
land in tbe present seemingly distracted and 
almost chaotic condition of our military affairs 
there. A governing, organizing, centralizing 
mind is what we kave needed there from tbe 
first, and all tbat we bare needed. Under tbe 
influence of each a mind, Maryland would 
have been saved from tbe injury asd shame 
of rebel spoliation and triumph.

Mftfr We elsewhere republish from the Gin- 
ti&nati Commercial a portion of a letter em- 
bodying the statements of two of General 
8'urgis’s officer* in relation to his late disaster. 
Tbe matter it thus summed up by the Com- 
mercial itself, in calling tbe public attention 
to the i*atcmeu*s: “The sum of the matter is 
he was cut n umbered and defeated by tho 
etemy in a difficult oouutry, and bis troops 
stffcred greatly in the retreat. A great many 
of the n fi -ctiona concerning General Sturgis 
indulged in by tbe newspapers are entirely 
unwarranted. He was the man who, after 
tbe fall cf Lyon and the retreat of Sign!, fought 
t e battle of W ilsou’a Creek, and he bas on va- 
r ous occasions been distinguished for person- 
al gallantry and good management of troops. 
Tbe New York Tribune's assertion that he 
b andeted into a defeat when ordered to relieve 
Gen. Mulligan at Lexington, Missouri, is 
entirely untrue. His whole force at tnat time 
was a light brigade, and he wayersdited with 
e«mi ing its saf- ty by detecting an ambuscade 
which tbe enemy had prepared to destroy his 
•ntiie force. Tbe responsibility for the failure 
to relieve General Mulligan belongs in other 
quarters. As to General Sturgis's personal 
babits,of which so macb has recently beea 
said, we believe It is troe, that, like a 
considerable number of army officers, be bas 
been a cocsnmer of whiskey, but we hare 
never heard from any competent author- 
ity ttat be bas on auy occasion been 
thereby placed at any disadvantage before tbe 
enemy, but we bare beard an officer who 
Las men a good deal of service aoseri that he 
would rather serve under General Sturgis 
drunk tban ueder aay t other officer he ever 
saw sober.” We believe this is considerably 
lees than may be justly said in behalf of Gen- 
eral 8iurgis. He is unquestionably one of 
tbe very finest soldiers in the service; he bas 
bt«n fighting almost constantly from the out- 
break of the rebellion; and, while he has 
cchieved victories both numerous and bril- 
liant, this is his first defeat. The presumption 
« priori is that lor this defeat he is blameless 
and this presumption is immensely strong. 
We are not surprised that the explicit and 
authentic statements to which we refer fully 
i ustain it. 

It seems plain from these statements that the 
expedition ought not to have been under- 
taken, and that after it was undertaken it 
ought to bare been abandoned; but General 
Sm.-gia is not responsible either tor its projec- 
tion or for its pursuance. He acted through- 
cut under peremptory orders. The cause cf 
the failure of the expedition lies simply in tbe : 
nature of the expedition. Perhaps under ne 
other officer in tbe service could the failaro of 
tbe expedition have proved so little disastrous 
f* under the chivalric and accomplished offi 
ce-r who conducted it. General Sturgis de- 
s =rves even in this instance, as he has deserved ; 
in ro many instances unclouded by disaster, 
the applause and gratitude of the country. 1 
Let him but have, what be promptly demand- | 
ed, a searching and fair investigation, and, 
cur word for it, he will triumphantly vindicate 
Lis bright name as a soldier. We invite the 
attention of our readers to the statements 
mentioned above.

Division of the District of Kentucky, with 
headquarters at Bowling Green, has recently 
iseu.d en order regulating trade within the 
limits of his command. The first clause 
reeds: 

Until further ordera, no rebel or disloyal 
pcr.-OD living in Kentucky, west of the Lou- 
lbv.lle tiLO NasLviile Railroad and east of the 
Ttrc< e.ee river, .ball .hip produce t J market 
or receive supplies by railroad or river. No 
cbipn euts will be ro -de or teceired except at 
naliiery stations, and tbtu only on the per- 
raiia of tbe commHtidieg cffic-rs, who are 
charged w ith the execution of th a order. A 
, list of names cf persons to whom permits have 
been issued will be forwarded to these head- 
quarters weekly. A railroad sgeut or captain 
o f a boat making shipments in violation of 
this order, will he arrested and forwarded, 
under guard, to these headquar eri. 

The order has been in existence several 
days, and we were aware of i'S character, 
but did not feel authorized to give it publici- 
ty in our column?.

| 0 *~ The amnesty of President Lincoln and 
the oath under which returned rebels are al- 
lowed to remain among ns do not restore tbeir 
citizenship of the State of Kentucky, if disa- 
bility bad attached to them under the law of 
Kentucky, of March 11, 1862. That law 
definitely enacts that sny citizen who from 
the time it went into effect, which was 
April 10, 1862, thirty days after the pee- 
rage, shall enter the civil or military service 
of the so-called Confederate States or the 
Provisional Government of Kentucky, or 
who, having previously been ia such service, 
shall continue in arms or give voluntary aid 
and assistance to those in arms against the 
military forcee of the United Sums or the 
State of Kentucky, shall be deemed to bare 
expatriated himself, and shall no longer be a 
citizen cor again become a citizen except 
by tbe permission of the Legislature by 
special or general statute. Np one who 
suffers under this disability can exercise 
any constitutional or legal right of citiseo- 
3 hip, such as running for office or voting at 
elections, without negativing the expatriation 
on oath, or, in other words, swearing that he 
b*a not been in the rebel service ia any capa- 
city, directly or indirectly, or given voluntary 
aid and resistance to tbe rebellion and its 
eiders and abettors since the 10 :h April, 1862. 
The amnesty of the President may restore 
rights in ths U aited States courts to those who 
accept pardon under it, but no one who has 
forfeited his citizenship of Kentucky can be 
restored to such citizenship except by ease - 
ment of tbe General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth. The amnesty of ths President 
relieves the returned rebel or rebel aider and 
abettor from tbe interference of the Federal 
forcee so long as he conducts himself as a 
peaceful and loyal citizen ; bat the civil rights

We have noticed this little matter because 
there is in it a lesson worth learning.

Tbs paramount doty of all 
those in authority, whether ciril or military, 
IS to carefully guard the lives and proper*/ ot 
the ctiisens here in New York, tbe great cen- 
tre of commerce and wealth- It is a consid- 
eration of ibe utmost importance, not only to 
ourselves, but to the general public wealth. 
We should not by any action of our own 
place these great interests in jeopardy by 
ai'hdrawing our legitimate military protec 
fa*. This protection, in case of not or popu- 
lar outbreak is especially reposed in our or- 
ganised city regimen's. 

I tntortain grave apprehensions that their 
wubdrawal from the city at a time when the 
depreciation of our currency is heart ag heavi- 
ly on lb* ro i« of our population mtgut tempt 
the Ulj-oi* posed to avail themselves of what 
seems to me a favorable opportunity for arson 
ud plunder.

• ost of forcing and (quipping tbe National 
Guard would have been trifling compared 
with the amonnt which New York now pays 
as its qnofa of the expense of driving back 
tbe armiFS which now threaten tbe national 
capital. Let us be waraed by tae errors of 
tbe post I implore all citizens to lay a ride 
t Lesion and prejudice, and to suite in 
carrying out a iawiul demand by the 
honor, the in.ersst, the safety, of the entire 
naticn. In many parts of New York this 
d'ity has been urterly neglected, and tne 
bunt en of aeswering calls on the militia his 
b-cn thrown upon a tew sections of the Store. 
In time ot civil war we are perplex ^d with 
many question* which ore beyond the grasp of 
any mind. We see them from diffcreit s -aud 
foims and reach conflicting conclusion*.
